_ A special correspondent of the Times, writing 
of the Russian military mancuvros,, makes the 
following remarks on ‘the equipmdnt of the 
Russion army — iy : 

The only article of equipment as seem at the 
Rusaian manourros that stands out as of pro- 
eminent interest and excellence isthe kitchen 
wagon. ‘This contrivance is made in various 
types, for the final reguiotion pattern ‘has not 
yot been decided upon. A large -ixon, yeasel 
shaped rather like au enormous teacup is set 
upon the axle of a light wagon. In some forms
